I 
would  h.ivo  .•ivoi.lrd  it,  heo-iuse  everytliing 
connootod  wiih  recent  events  in  M.initotM 
has  lieen  tn  mo  of  so  iv.infula  nLiinre  tliat 
now  that  wo  liavo  Ik  ttev  and  I  lijiiiter  p'-.)- 
spr>-ts.  r  would  willingly  iiavc  a lloveu  t lie 
wl:'il(>  nia'tei-  to  havo  i(Mn;iined  uniUK'hed. 
Still,  I  find  in  my  n*wly  undei  taken  duti'S 
tliat  one's  pei'.sonal  rcf'ings  must  not  al- 
ways he  consulted,  lut  that  the  interests  of 
the  pe.  pie  he  represents,  and  of  the 
Coinitry  at  large  must  he  considered  first, 
anfl  the  ohservations  of  the  hon.  gentle- 
man from  North  Hastings,  are  such  as  call 
from  mc.  as  one  ofthe  Rejiresentatives 
from  Manitoha.  all  the infoiniation  I  possess 
on  die,  and  the  iirinci]ial  point  wliicli  lie 
has  aildiiced,  namely  ihe  coriipliciiy  of  the^ 
Hudson  Bay  Co.,  or  rather  ot  a  p.iit:on  of 
their  otlic,  is  with  the  unhappy  Kelielljon 
of  last  winter.  I  am  'Wfiri' Mr.  Spe.aker 
thr-t  the  views  whicli  ]  .hall  advance  in 
regard  to  the  origin  of  Rod  River  dilh- 
culty,  and  the  siihstance  of  the  d'uaiments 
which  I  sh.all  read  in  sujiport  of  these  vit>w-, 
mjy  difler  materially  from  thoM'  gener.ally 
entertaine.l  in  some  jj.arts  of  this  iJomitiioii, 
yet  [  advance  them  with  the  full 
belief  that  they  aie  concurred  in.  and  in 
deed,  openly  expressed  I  y  nine  tenths  of 
that  portion  of  the  people  of  Manitoha, 
unconnected  with  the  lieladlion  itself,  or 
with  the  I  Unison's  Bay  ('om])any.  Itmight. 
at  first  sight.  Sir,  appear  str.'mgo  that  a 
Corporation  who   liad   lately    .sum  nderul 


tlieir  rights  to  tlie  Xorth  WestTerritorv,  wlio 
had  received  what  might  he  considered  a 
fair  compeiis.ation  for  that  surrender,  .and 
who  moreover,  still  retained  a  very  con- 
si  lerahle  landed  hiterest  in  that  Territory, 
c.uld  have  any  possihlo  reason  for  de.siring 
anything  hut  the  pro«],erity.  the  advance- 
ment, and  the  jivaco  of  the  country.  In- 
■■eed  it  Was  gei  erallyatlv.mce'l  as  a  reason 
for  .allowing  them  to  retiin  one-twentieth 
of  the  laml,  that  this  concession  would 
hind  their  interests  to  ours,  aiiit  he  the 
means  of  allaying  any  possihle  .source  >.f 
discontent.  But.  sir,  to  j  r  >perly  understand 
the  heaimg  of  this  (juestion,  it  is  neces 
sary  for  the  hon.  memhers  of  this  flouse, 
to  he.ar  in  mind  that  there  are  two  ele- 
ments in  the  conii)Osition  of  the  Hudson 
Bay  (.'omiiany,  namely  :  The  Stockholders 
of  that  corporation,  ana  its  man  iging  part- 
ners hi  the  lountry.  So  long  as  the  Com- 
pany continod  its  attention  to  the  collec- 
tion of  furs — so  long  tliese  elements  were 
in  .accord,  and  the  immense  protit.s,  which 
in  f.  rmer  times  were  made,  were  fairly 
divided  hetween  the  Stockhold.'rs,  who 
liad  advanced  the  nioui  y  necess.ary  to 
carry  on  the  husines.s,  and  those  Vho 
had  in  the  country,  the  care,  the  danger, 
and  the  lahor  of  the  trade.  Hence  it  was 
that  while  the  Stockholder  who  a.ssurua 
territorial,  as  well  us  trading  lights,  would 
sometimes  admit,  that  the  country  inu 
fitted  to  he  something  fietter  tlian  a  pre- 
serve- for  fur  hearing  animals,  l/uit  conces- 
sion was  rarely,  if  ever,  made  hy  one  of 
the  inland  oflicers,  whose  profit  w.a.s  derived

liy  tills  c.iiintry.  While  the  sioekholdeis 
could  see  in  the  I'lrge  sutu  to  lie  jnid  lor 
rights  which  were  then  in  dispute,  an 
ample  cornpnsttiin  lor  tlie  gridual  but 
inevita'le  de,->truetioii  of  the  fur  lri<ie 
j)rolits  whit'h  must  lollow.  the  inland  fur 
;ra  ling  ntlieer  saw  in  U  only  his  ort'n  ulti. 
mate  ruin,  an  1  opposed  the  j)roii!,t  with 
all  til'  powei'  he  p.isses>ed,  an  i  when  ;he 
hingaiii  hi  I  lieen  e,oncludi-d,lie  lelt  thilCa- 
nad.i  had  a'coinpli~he  I  his  ruin  hy  the  jjur- 
chase -he  li  id  niid.»,  and  that  the  stick 
liol  lers  had  unt'arly  dealt  with  hiin  iri  re- 
(ii-ing  him  a  jiorti  in  of  tli  cinipeii-a- 
lion  they  tliem-elves  b^d  received.
